REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues Machida does not disclose, "each element is associated with a set of primary data stored in a memory, said 
primary data representing the element in the level to which said element belongs without any specific attachment to any level 
higher than said element. The phrases e.g. primary data and elemnets are broad enough to interpret the claim language as 
rejected in last office action, where in Machida, Fig. 5, Col.4.l ines 44-45 domain represents the primary data on the domain level 
and Fig.4-5, Col. 5, lines 40-45 the attached peripheral in interpreted as secondary data along with a lower level than the first 
level. Applicant further argues that Machida does not disclose "and at least one set of secondary data stored in said memory, 
said secondary data representing the element within the level to which said element belongs and the element's connection to a 
level higher than or equal to the level of said element in the hierarchy." Examiner respectfully disagree as in reference to Fig.3A, 
obtaining info on all PC's and periferal will require memory and calculating dipaly position of PC and periferal is a secondary 
information and are displayed hierarchically details can be found in last office action. "Further to clarify, "Claimed subject matter 
not the specification is the measure of the invention. Disclosure contained in the specification cannot be read into the claims for 
the purpose of avoiding prior art. In re Sporck, 55 CCPA 743. 386 F .2d 924, 155 USPQ 687 (1986); In re Self, 213 USPQ 1, 5 
(CCPA 1982); In re Priest, 199 USPQ 11,15 (CCPA(1978). Applicant is advised, in order to further expedite the prosecution of 
the application in response to this action, Applicant should amend the base claims to describe in more narrow detail the true 
distinguishing features of Applicant's claim invention while precisely defining and drafting the claims in manner parallel to 
Applicant's remarks/specification. Applicant is invited to setup an interview to discuss the potential allowable subject matter in 
referene to the specification.
